HE CITED THE annual Santa 
Barbara Fiesta as an example of 
a community sponsored celebra­ 
tion that "turned the focal point 
of the nation on the coastal city." 
The mayor told the council that 
he was going to ask the Desert 
Circus Association to "completely 
change the format, doing away 
with all the so-called attractions 
to draw out-of-town people, and 
turn the celebration back to the 
people of Palm Springs as a com­ 
munity affair.” 


HE ADDED THAT the charity 
angle of Desert Circus should be 
done away with, and instead of 
these "make believe” events such 
as the Kangaroo Court. Big Top 
Ball, and Night 
on 
the 
Town, 
"the community should have the 
big 
annual parade down 
Palm 
Canyon Drive be part of a week 
of rodeos, a music festival, and 
sim ilar big events.” 
"We have got to cut out these 
t2rva-r>late dinners and hold Des­ 
ert Circus for the people who are 
fn 
Palm 
Springs—making 
it 
a 
tim e of year < in the middle of the 
season) when they can have a 
good time and enjoy themselves." 
said the mayor.

BEIRUT, Lebanon — <W — Le­ 
banon's pro • western President 
Camille 
Chamoun 
formally

formed the United States. Britain 
and France today that his coun­ 
try is ' the object of attack from 


abroad.” 
His statement came s e v e r a l 
hours after jeering left-wing mobs 
tried to storm the U. S. Embassy 
in new demonstrations that sig­ 
naled virtual civil war against the 
government. The 
rioters 
w e r e 
stopped by soldiers 500 y a r d s 
short of the embassy building. 


AUTHORITATIVE 
SOURCES 
reporting Chamoun's stand 
said 
he told the ambassadors of the 
western Big Three that arm s and 
me.i were enjaring Lebanon both 
by land acrorfs the Syrian border 
and from ships off the coast. 
Chamoun'* move was interpre­ 
ted as a possible preliminary to 
invoking the Eisenhower doctrine, 
a request for military aid or an 
appeal to the United Nations for 
help. 


CHAMOUN'S 
MEETING 
with 
the 
western 
ambassadors 
came 
on the fourth day of a boiling up­ 
heaval by leftist mobs who oppose 
the president 
and 
his staunchly 
pro-western sympathies. 
These were the latest develop­ 
ments in the fast-growing crisis:

hundred gathered to march on the 
U.S. Embassy here but was turn­ 
ed 
back 
by 
bayonet - wielding 
troops and police. Demonstrators 
stoned the cars of two American 
diplomats.

serious injury today at the handa 
of a mob which .marked 
their 
official caravan with cluba 
and 
rocks. 
Neither the rtce president nor 
his wife was hurt 
thanks tn the 
quick action of U.S. Secret Ser­ 
vice agents who hurled the 
at- 
lackers back 
before 
Venezuelan 
police c o u l d 
Intervene. 
Later, 
Venezuelan police dispersed t h e 
mob with tear gas.

closed roof limousine m which the 
Vice President was riding, amaah- 
ing the side windows of tha ear 
showering everybody inaide with 
splinters of glass 
A similar attack was made on 
the car in which Mrs. Nixon was 
riding 
Earlier, upon his arrival at the 
Caracas airport. Nixon was greet­ 
ed by mixed cheers and jeers, but 
no violence. 
Jeering atudents shouted "Nix­ 
on Go Home!,” mingling t h e i r 
shouts with a booming 21 - gun 
salule in Nixon's honor and the 
playing of the U S and Venezuel­ 
an national anthems by an arm y 
band. 
A CROWD OF ABOUT 3 000 was 
on hand to meet the 
vice-presi­ 
dent at the airport. In downtown 
Caracas, another crowd, estim at­ 
ed at up to 3.000 and made up 
mostly of students, had 
formed 
and was marching on the tomb 
of South American liberator Sim­ 
on Bolivar where Nixon was to 
lay a wreath. 
The downtown crowd appeared 
mostly hostile, in contrast to the 
airport throng wh-re well-wishers 
outnumbered the jeering students.

SAN FRANCISCO — <If) - Billy 
Graham said today he has sensed 
an even greater "spiritual hung­ 
er" among San Franciscans than 
he did at his New York crusade 
last year. 
And, said the blond evangelist, 
there has been far more t e e n ­ 
ager interest here than at New 
York or any previous meeting. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO crusade 
was off In a faster start than last 
year's 151-» weeks of meetings in 
Madison Square Garden. In the 
first 12 meetings here 198.000 per 
sons turned out at the Cow Palace 
compared to 206.000 In the first 12 
days In New York. 
On a per capita basis, this was 
considerably more than In New 
York. The potential audience in 
New York was 15 million com­ 
pared to 3.500.000 in the San 
Francisco Bay Region. 


AS FOR "Decisions for Christ," 
7.2*4 came forward here com 
pared to 7.713 In New York In the ¡ 
first two weeks. 


‘From a spiritual point of view 
I think there is a deeper work 
of God here than we saw in New 
York,” Graham said. “The at­ 
mosphere of the meetings, t h e 
dedication of those who are work­ 
ing in the meetings is far beyond 
anything we had dreamed before 
we came."

HE SAID SAN Francisco pre­ 
sented in many ways a greater 
challenge than New York. He 
cited the city's high suicide and 
alcoholic rales, along with the 
fact "San Francisco has never in 
its history had a united evangelis­ 
tic crusade like this.”

As predicted last fall, the knotty gnat 


problem in the Indio and Country Club 


regions is on the w ay to solution and 


eventual control, or extermination of 


the pesky little pests. 


Thanks to the scientific studies and 


application of latest chemical methods 
by the Coachella Valley Abatement Dis­ 
trict, the Spring hatch w as considerably 
less than In previous years despite an 
exceptionally wet winter. 
Although operating on a limited 


budget due to the delay of funds expect­ 
ed from the State legislature, the Dis­ 
trict managed to treat 3,000 acres in 
the Country Club area with gratifying 
results. 
The comparatively 
few "escapees" 


have been further reduced in number by 
chemical "fogging" of spots in which 
the insects take refuge. 
There is no longer any question that 


the methods and materials devi.-ed by 


the District are highly effective even 
though the project has thus fai been 
limited in size and scope due to the lack 
of funds. 
Once the full budget required is ap­ 
propriated and received and a full scale 
campaign 
of elimination 
gets under 


way, the outlook is bright for adequate 
control if not total extinction of both 
gnats and mosquitoes in the Coachella 
Valley. 
Those in charge of the Abatement 


District, and cooperating with it, are de­ 
serving of praise for the success of their 
long and determined effort. It is to be 
hoped that the additional funds needed 
will soon be forthcoming. 
Meanwhile, the public should lend its 


every support and encouragement to 
the Abatement District in securing the 
money upon which to operate, and in 
all other details of carrying out the pro- « 
gram to a complete and successful con- ■ 
elusion.

Montana, another first - termer, 
who carries the “ look of eagles" 
and is in

gory, The Democratic party will

States, but

for the reelection

three good men 


H ERE ARE REASONS, quite 
apart from any increase of ma­ 
jorities.

Democrats 
seem likely to prosper

Contrariwise, 
the Republicans are losing five 
good men. even if the p a r t y 
doesn't lose

act. He is an inventor, a crack- 
er-barrel intellectual and an in­ 
dividualist.
